HE Seventeen Provinces are,

The Mexſe affords abundance of Sturge- 
ons, ſo big, that ſome of them weigh 400,

land, Z-aland, Namur, and Zutphen, (which 
are Earldoms); the Marqueſate of the Holy 
Empire. Frieſland, Malines, Utrecht, Overyſſel, 
and Groningen, (are. Signiories.) 
The circuit of the Countrey is about 
a thouſand Engliſh Miles, or thirty-four 
Flemith Leagues. Thoſe that formerly be- 
longed to the King of Spain, which are 
now the Seven United Provinces, in theſe 
are contained 208 Walled Towns, 6300 
Villages with Pariſh-Churches , belides a 
great number of otherVillages and Hamlets. 
The Beeves of Frieſland and Hvlland are 
_ very great, and weigh ſome of them f1x- 
teen hundred pound weight of that Coun- 
trey. The Ewes in Holland, Frieſland, and 
part of Flanders, bring forth three or four 
Lambs at a time, and the Kine ſometimes 
two Calves. The GCountrey brings forth 
much Mather, wherewith a part of Exerope |: 
is furniſhed ; Wood, and Hemp and Flax | 
in great abundance. 
Five principal Rivers are in theſe Coun-'

'* and ſome 420 pounds weight, and are 
twelve foot long of An meaſure. It 
yieldeth alſo great fiore of Salmons and 
Salmon-Trouts,Lampreys, Shads, Congers, 
Mullets, and divers ,other ſort of Filhes, 
which coming into freſh Waters, become 
fat, and excellent good. 

The Scheld hath divers forts of Fiſhes 
that come out of the Sea; as Sturgeon, 
Salmon-Trouts, Lampreys, Turbots, Con- 
gers, Shads, Mullets, Soles, &c. and an 
infinite: number of other Fiſh, that multi- 
tudes of people are relieved therewith, 

Beſides theſe Rivers, divers Channels are 
cut out and made Navigable by Man's 
hand; the principal whereofare at Bruxells, 
Ghent, Bruges, and Middlebourg. 

The Countreys have many Meers,Pools, 
Lakes , and Marſhes , which fortifie the 
Countrey, and furniſh it with Fiſh. 

Herrings come out of the Northern Seas 
in incredible multitades into our Seas in 
Auguſt, September, Oftober, until the midfi 
of November; the ſooner the cold begins, the 
ſooner they come: They compaſs ourliland 
of Great Britain, and fo paſs into the Nor-

They have in theſe Countreys divers Foreſts and Woods well ſtored with Red and 
Fallow-Deer, Goats, Wild Boars, Hares, Coneys, Badgers, Wolves, Foxes, &c. which 


yield good Furs. | | 
The Fowl in this Countzey are, Partridges, Pheaſants, Turtle-doves, Quails, Black- 


- birds, and all other ſorts of Fowl. | ; ; 
The People are Valiant, and very skilful Seamen : they excel in making Woollen- 
Fuſtians, Silks, Velvets. 2 
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The Air of theſe Countreys is ſomewhat groſsand moiſt, yet nevertheleſs wholſome, | 
and fit for digeſtion, and very good for breeding all kind of Cattel. The Summer is 
fair, pleaſant, and delightſome, becauſe the Sun is not over hot : the Winter is com- 
monly long, cold, and ſharp. The welfare of the Netherlands conlilts principally in 
their Navigation and Fiſhery 3 which, as two inexhauſtible Mines, keep and preſerve | 
them in a continual Trading, Riches, and Proſperity z employing 3co fiſhing Ships and 
Veſſels, which doth employ near 9000 other Ships and Veſſels, and 150000 people, 
thatare employed on Sea and Land in the management of that Trade; and do build 
yearly r000 Ships, tho they have not oneTimber-ſick growing in their own Country.

TTAYNAULT is ſo named of the River Hayne, which runs through it. It is bor- 
dered on the North with Brabant and Flanders, on the South with Champaign 

and Piccardy, on the Eaft with the County of Namur, and on the Weſt with the Scheld, 

,and part of Flanders Gallican. It is 20 Leagues long, and 16 broad ; The Air is whol- 


ſome andthe Soil good, by reaſon that the Countrey is watered with many Rivers, as 
'the Scheld, the Sambre, the Tender, and many other ſmall Rivulets ; there are alſo in it 
'many Lakes, Marſhes, Ponds, Pools, Fountains, goodly Woods, and pleaſant Foreſts. 
It aboundeth with fragrant and fair Paſtures and Meadows for all kind of Cattel, 
with good Fruits and profitable Trees 3 and is repleniſhed with great plenty of good. 
Corn. In ſomepart of it are Iron Mines, Lead, and Quarries of Stone for all kind of 
' Buildings, with great ſtore of White-lime and Cole. 
In this Countrey are 24 Walled Towns ; 091; noon apo RO 
ſnoy, Conat, Landreſſy, Ameſnes, Chimay, Mariembonrg, Segny, Brain te Compte, Emghien 
lhe, Lofone, Chenre, Ath, St. jr” _ Leaze. There are alſo 950 Villages, with 
many Caſtles and Signiories. Many of theſe Villages are great and fair, and have 
Titles of Honour annexed to them 3; as, Pequicourt, Fontayn, Laling, Montigny, Antonig, 


Barlamon, Barbanſon, Aimeries, and many others.

HE City of MO N S, or Berghen, receives its Name from its ſcituation,which latter 
in their Language ſignifies a Mountain or Hill : but the riſe of the Earth is fo 
gentle, as it cannot be ſaid to be Mountainous. It is a Noble City for Scituation ,

Inhabitants and Buildings : It is a very firong place by Nature and Art, and may be 
environed with Water at pleaſure. The City-wall is very ftrong, and is fortified 
with three large and deep Ditches, and with an ancient Caſtle. The place is great 
and fair, and beautitied with ſumptuous Buildings, both publick and private, with . 
rich Fountains, and with rich Citizens and Artitts. 
People for Commerce. 
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rene Majeſty of Great Britain , who are jointly agreed to pull down the aſpiring 
Pride of France 3 the French King reſolved to attempt ſomething early , that he mighe 
look big with Pride once more before his fall: And on the fifteenth of March, 
I697. New Stile, their Cavalry began to inveſt it in a formal manner, uſing

| there are ſix Dwztch. Regiments, and two of Brandenburgers; the reſt being 


Spaniards and Wallbons, Commanded by the Valiant Prince: of Bwurgze, an experi- 
enced Soldier ; the City being; plentifully furniſhed with all manner of Stores , 
Proviſions and Ammunition, the French King may loſe his aim, in endeavouring 
by this haſty attempt to undermine all the Councels of the Congreſs at the Hage. 
But let him call to mind, and look back to the year 1678. where our preſent 
KING (then Prince of Awrange) with the Afſfiftance of the Duke of Aonmonth, 
and other Noble Heroes of the Engliſh Nation, raiſed the Siege of Mons, again(t 
all the Power of the French King in that year, and relieved the City. And 
who knows but God by his good Providence may do the fame again, by the Pru- 
dent Conduct of our Auſpicious King W1LL IA M? whom God long preſerve 3 
and let all the good People of England ſay, Amen. |
